Must Convince Congress That He Really Found 
the Pole—Macon Attacks Data as Incon- 
sistent in Detail of His Day's Journeys.

WASHINGTON, March 9.—Commander 
Robert E. Peary must prove to the 
world at large that he has discovered 
ihe North Pole before he can expect any 


rewards from Congress. This practic- 
ally waa the unanimous decision of a 
sub-committee of the House Naval Com 
mittee today, following an attack on his 
report of the dash to the Pole by Rep- 
resentative. Macon of Arkansas. 

The Congressman presented an exhaus- 
tive review of the Peary claims and 
expressed grave doubt as to their valid- 
ity. Then he asked that the bars be 
put up until Peary produced his: proofs 
and it ‘was done in a twlinkling. 

“T confess that I am exceedingly skep- 
tical about Mr. Peary’s ever having dis- 
Macon 
today before the committee, ‘‘and [ am 
going to protest against any honor being 
conferred upon him by Congress until 
he has established beyond a reasonable 
doubt that he did discoyer it, and it 
must be established in the open and not 
in the dark.” 

He expressed -himself as being ‘‘in- 
dignant at the thought of being called 
upon as a representative of the’ Ameri- 
can people to confer a high honor upon 
any one of its citizens In the dark.’’ All 
legislation by Congress. he said, ought 
to be open and above board. 

Mr. Macon said he wanted to direct 
attention to one “discrepancy in Mr. 
Peary’s story.” This was the speed 
which the explorer declared he made 
from the time Capt. Bartlett left him 
until he reached the pole. Mr. Peary 
said that for five days he made 26.4 
miles per day, but Mr. Macon said this 
appeared very singular in view of the 
fact that the Peary party had made but 
9.06 miles per day up to the time Bart- 
lett left. 

Becomes Suspicious. 

“The astonishing,part of Mr. Peary’'s 
statement,” said Mr.. Macon, ‘‘is the 
number of miles he traveled ever) day 
after Bartlett left him and when. no 
White man Was ¥ wen ram as witness, his

‘His greatest marches, singularly, 
were all north of the Bartlett camp. 
From that time.forward, going to the 
pole and returning to Cape Columbia, he 
claims to have made an average of 26.4 
miles per day until he reached the pole, 
44 miles per day on his way back from 
the pole to Bartlett's camp and 28.6 
miles per day from Bartlett's camp to 
Cape Columbia. 

“The greatest speed he had made be- 
fore Bartlett left him was 9 06 miles per 
day, so Peary’ must have made nearly 
three times as great speed after Bart- 
lett left him.as he did before, in order 
to reach the ole 
beth ° to the Record. 

Mr. Macon declared that Mr. Peary’s 
own statement showed that he equaled 
this speed but twice during the entire 
journey. to the pole. ‘luae first day he 
started from land he made 26 miles and 
on another day made 2 miles in 14 
hours of forced: march, “which Mr. 
Peary has told us. was about the limit 
of human endurance.”

Four indictments were returned in 
Judge Hitcheock’s Conrt Wedresday 
afternocn charging Secretary Healy 
of the Police Relief Associatioon with 
embexzicment. 

A shortage of $113. discovered Wednes- 
day by Police Auditor Tevis and Capt. 
Schoppe in the common law bond ac- 
counts at the Carr Street Police Station, 
is believed by Capt. Schoppe to show 
that a printer has made a business of 
blanks and that the 
bogus blanks have been used by police- 
men who pocketed the proceeds from 
their sale. 

The bond blanks are furnished by the 
Secretary of the’ Police Board, who 
charges them against the account of the 
district to which they are issued. For 
each one used, 50 cents is remitted to 
the Police Relief Association fund. 

Tevis found, he says;-that since Nov. 
1, 1907, 5512 bonds have been issued at 
the Carr Street Station. 

Checked Accounts. 

By checking against these the ac- 
counts kept by the secretary of the 
Police Board, it was discovered that 226 
blanks remain. which, according to the 
figures, should have been sold. The 
explanation suggested by Sthoppe is 
that “phony” blanks were substituted 
for them. 

The blanks would be easy to dupli- 
cate, as they consist of simple printed 
forms in common type, and lines of dots 
to be filled in with names, dates, piaces 
and other details of the arrest.

The three men, according to Capt. 


Schoppe, replied: 

‘We can’t explain it. 
stand the existence of a shortage. 
must be some mistake.’’ 

After these replied, Capt. Schoppe said 
he would put the matter before Chief 
Creecy. 

Two weeks ago Patrolman Mohan, of 
the Laclede Avenue Polite Station, was 
found to be $125 short in his bond ac- 
counts. He said the deficit was due to 
his lack of bookkeeping skill, and that 
he would make the shortage good. He 
was tried before the Police Board and 
dropped from the force. 

The grand jury that is investigating 
the Police Relief Association shortage 
was. expectec, at its session Wednesday 
afternoon, to return or vote Gre indict- 
ment for embezzlement. 

Circuft Attorney Jones is authority for 
the statement that the State will not 
ask another~continuance Thursday on 
the bond of John M. Healy, deposed sec- 
retary of the association, wnen he ap- 
pears to answer it at 10 a. m. in Judge 
Klene’s Court. This means that the 
State will be in readiness to place a defi- 
nite charge against Healy. Heretofore 
his bond of $10,000 has held him to an- 
swer any charge that might be placed 
against him. 

“So far as Healy is concerned.” said

It would not be necessary for the 
grand jury to return an indictment in 
order to re-arrest Healy. If it voted an 
indictment, @ bench warrant might bé 
issued Wednesday night or Thursday 
morning by Judge Hitchcock, who has 
jurisdiction over the present grand jury.

FAILS TO RAISE FUND 


Ordered to Gather $500,000 
but Only Gets $26,000 
in Five Years.

'The Rev. Dr. John S. Riggs, 4 
deep scholar in the classic and theology 
according to the fine old traditions of 
learning, has been compelled, at the 
age of 6, to resign as president of 
Shurtleff College, in Upper Alton, be- 
cause he could not adapt himself to the 
modern requirement that a college head 
must be @ business man and a financial 
promoter. 

Vrhen Dr. Riggs assumed the prest- 
dency of the college, five years ago, he 
was instructed by the trustees that he 
was, expected to raise an endowment 
fund of $600,000. Of this amount he suc- 
ceeded in collecting only $26,000. 

It was of no avail that his profound 
and eloquent sermons were the inspira- 
tion of his students, or that his knowl- 
edge of Greek and Latin authors elevat- 
ed the classical department of the col- 
lege to.an admirable standard. His 
resignation was required by the trustees 
and was instantly accepted when he of- 
fered it Tuesday afternoon. 


Was Forced te Resign. 
Dr. A. L. Abbott, secretary of Shurt- 


leff, and H. C. Tilton, one of the trus- 
tees, said Wednesday that under the 
circumstances Dr. Riggs was forced to 


resign, 
‘There was no personal clash,” said 


'Dr. Abbott, “but a man of Dr. Riggs’ 


intelligence could not help perceiving 
that he was not doing the work for 
which he was employed by the trustees. 

“He was a. disappointment, because 
he didn’t prove to be a financier. He is 
a gentleman and a fine scholar, but he 
is not a business man. His resignation 
was accepted.” 

‘The administrative work of the col- 


said sadly Wednesday to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. ‘“‘The accumulating debt 
of the institution raised a problem 
which I was unable to solve. 
Could Only Get $26,000. 

‘When I came to Shurtleff, there was 
a movement on foot to increase the en- 
dowment to half a million. I sought 
aid from wealthy members of the Bap- 
tist denomination, under whose auspices 
the college is administered. From three 


‘men I obtained checks for $5000 each. 


Others gave $1000 each, until a total of 
$25,000 was reached. Then I could do no 
more. I had worked my hardest. 

“The rich benefactors of education 
nowadays are giving to the large unt- 
versities, and have adopted a policy of 
starving out the little colleges. This 
was a condition wifch made the task 
too heavy for me. 

“IT thought that I might succeed if I 
had funds to prosecute the campaign of 
advertising and canvassing for funds, 
and asked the trustees to appropriate 
$25,000 for the purpose. They declared 
the proposition was unbusinesslike and 
the expense as I had calculated it far 
too large. 

Will Take a Rest. 

“T have promised to remain as presi- 
dent until commencement, in June. Then 
I shall take a rest. After that { do not 
know what I shall do. Perhaps I shall 
return to the ministry, and maybe I will 
begin teaching again.’’ 

The trustees say that although the 
college is deeply incumbered with debt, 
it will not be closed.- The financial out- 
look committee, composed of three of 
the trustees, will meet at Bloomington 
within two weeks and decide on means 
for renewing the campaign for funds. 
The members are A. A. Curry of Pis- 
gah, president of the board of trustees; 
Dr. 8. H. Bowyer of Springfield and J. 
M. Taylor of Tayleérville. Dr. Riggs’ 
successor has not yet been chosen. 

His Health Perfect, 

It was announced Tuesday by the 
trustees that Dr. Riggs resigned be- 
cause of ill health. He asked Wednes- 
day that this statement be emphatical- 
ly denied, as he says his health is per- 
fect. Prior to his appointment at Shurt- 
leff he was president of Ottawa Uni- 
versity at Ottawa, Kan. 

Shurtleff College, which is 8) years 
ald, has about two hundred students, fn- 
cluding those in the music school. It is 
co-educational. About one- -third of its 
students enter the Baptist ministry.

Examination Fails to Reveal Poi- 
son or Trace of Vio-

Following an attempt to cast himself 
from a fourth-story window of James 
F. Malinckrodt's: machine shop, 314 North 
Third street, Capt. John Kaegi, 71 years 
old, a bachelor, was found dead reclining 
in @ chair at the same address early 
Wednesday. 

Examination of the premises by the 
police did not disclose the presence of 
poison or marks of violence upon Kae- 
gi’s body.

First Race of the Kind. 

The holding of a Transatlantio race 
with a finish off New York Harbor 
will be the first in history. Several 
races across the ocean have been sailed, 
but all have been to the eastward, and 
the best part—the finish—consequently 
went to the English to ‘enjoy.

“My book,” says Leo A. Landau, referring to 
‘The’ Big Cinch’ which has been debarred from 
the Public Library, “is a chronicle of things as 
they are in St. Louis.

When the 2 per cent bonds were issued there 
was drum beating with triumphant shouting in 
the Republican camp.

If terminal charges in addition to regular 
tariff*rates are not already prohibitive tariff ‘on 
the extension of the trade of any city on which 
they are levied, they must become #0 unless com- 
Pletely absorbed or abolished. ‘ : 

NO, V. 

The Termirial Association moves 400,000,000 tons of 
freight one mile in one year. This is the amount of 
St. Louis business moving on the ends of 112,000 miles 
of railroad which center here. These rafiroads move | 
181,000 million tons of freight one mile im one year out- 
side the terminals. How much of the cost of moving 
this 181,000 million tons can the charges for moving 
400,000,000 tons ‘‘absorb”’ without checking the traffic. 
THIS IS THER THRMINAL PROBLEM. 

It is an exact, reversal of the usual condition for 
freight moved on_a city terminal system to help to 
pay the cost of moving freight on the railroad system 
outside. Since 1889 St. Louis freight has not only 
paid the full cost of outside service, but 100 per cent 
more for terminal service all of the time and 300 per 
cent more for part of the time. The only possibie 
or logical result of this tax on business is to curtail 
business. No business can flourish and grow when 
it must bear the burdens of improvements at the 
énds of a railroad system when such improvements 
are for the benefit of the general system. 

St. Louis connects with more track East to the 
Pennsylvania line than there is in the German Em- 
pire or in any other country in Europe. It connects 
with a still greater mileage to the West and South- 
west. It is closely connected in the Central United 
States alone with 112,000 miles of track. ‘‘No othér 
city In the United States is central to such a mile- 
age,” it is said. Hence St. Louis ought to have the 
best and cheapest terminals in the United States. Be- 
ginning froth 1910, they ought to improve during the 
rest of the twentieth century. The first step is to 
get away from the worst blunder of nineteenth cen- 
tury business. It is 2 preposterous blunder to in- 
crease the difficulty of any. business from the outside 
toward the center until difficulties, always worst at 
the center of movement, must grow worse ag the 
business grows greater. The blunder of taxing term- 
inal-center ‘business from a hundred to two hundred 
per cent gbove the general is now seen to be pre- 
posterous, because with 30 years of history behind it, 
it is seen that it stops business. It is a, **hold-up” 
in its own nature and can have no other result. The 
business of the terminal center cannot be forced to 
“absorb” rates far above the general. It stops the 
business extension of the terminal center first. But 
finally on every ton thus stopped, it stops 10 outside 
at every crisis of increasing general business. ~When 
railroad business is done over terminals as parts of | 
the railroads, ‘‘terminal business’’ will no longer 
stop railroad business. Terminal business ought not 
to antagonize railroad business as it has been doing 
in St. Louis since the city was surrounded by toll- 
bars which will rot lift to let business move until 
the special “‘local’’ tolls imposed on the city as a 
terminal center have been paid.

One of the archaic customs connected 
j with the dealings of the Postoffice De- 
partment with the railroads in the busi- 
ness of carrying mail is the absurd 
weighing process undertaken once in 
four years for the purpose of readjust- 
ing the contracts for transporation. 
This great event has just been cele- 
brated again—it is to be hoped without 
the addition of concealed grindstones, 
scrap iron and other nonmailable stuff 
that have actually figured in some 
weighings of the past. 

The system is no longer tenable. It 
is based: on fiction and wrong business, 
policy and is in itself partly responsible 
for the deficit in the postal service. 
One of the first reforms that Congress 
should achieve is the abolishing of the 
weighing system and the substituting of 
payments a car mile. Then our rallway
